PLUNDERING A STATE.

Report of the Legislative Investigating
Committee of Nebraska.

The legisiative committee appointed to con-

sider.the testimony taken heresofore bearing

upon the maladministration of state institn-

ings reported yesterday that it found sufficient
testimony to indicate that the state has been
systematically plundered by state officials.

It recommended that impeachment proceed-
ings be instituted against John C. Allen, secre-
tary of state; A. Il. Humphrey, commissioner
of public lands and buildings; George H. Hast-
ings, atborney general, and J. E. Hill, ex-treas-
urer,

Following the report of the law commission
the following resolution was presented and rec-
ommended for passace:

Kesolved, That articles of impeachment be
prepared and presented to the supreme court
of ikLis staie for malfeasance in office aguinst
the following persons, to wii: John C. Allen,
secretary of staie; George H. Hasti
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ney general: A. B. Humphrey, commissioner of
public lands and buildings, and J. E. Hill, ex-
state treasurer.

A resolntion was also adopted instructing the

aguinst other oXciale and ex-officials whose
names do not appear in the recommendations |
of impeachment. A message was sent to the
senate informing that body that impeachment
proceedings were pending in the house and re-
questing the members 10 name a time for a
joint session to consider the matter. The sen-
ale sent au answer sayving that it would meet
the lower house in joint convention st 4
o'clock.

Accordingly at that hour the senate marched
in, but nothing further was done than to agree
upon 4 o'clock today for another meeting, and
the joint session then adjourned.

T'ublic opinion is mearly uuanimons in the

iief that the senate will concur in the house
resolutions that impeachment proceedings be
instituted.

LAX FRISON DISCIPLINE.

The Story of Lat!mer’s Escape Told by GIlI,
Captrin of the Gaard,

Warden Davis tock the stand yesterday at the
inquest to ingnire into the death by poisoaing
of Guard Height of the state prison at Jack-
son, Mich. He said he never knew that Lati-
mer, the matricide, was out of his cell of nights
and thet no one had any right or business to let
him out. On the night! of the escape when be
was called out he found Gili doubled up in
great pain and Haight unconscious. The
warden's orders, as well as the rules, were that
no conviet was to be taken from a cell after 8
p.m., unless the conviet was sick. Mr. Davis
said he had been down hundreds of times after
the convicts had been locked in at night to see
that all was right.

As for drugs coming into convicts he had no
knowledge about that, as when anv request had
come to him of such & nature .rom convicts he
bad eaid that the prison physician had full
charge of that. It was not until afier the
tr:gedy that witness beard that any prussic
acid Lad been sent into the prison.

Warden Davis deiailed at iength his conver-
sations with Guards Rice and Latimer when
the latter came back. Latimer reiated to ths
warden the story of his escape, the in
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of all prison officinis of his plans, the death of
Haight and poisoning of Giil, the same as the
matricide tol them to the others,

TFE PRISON PHYSICIAN'S STATEMENT.

At the afternoon seseion of the inguest Dr.
E. L. Kimball, prison physician, was placed on
the stand. After giving a history of the affair
at the prison after his arrival, he described the
autopsy made on the body of Mr. Haight, and
testitied to finding all his in a condition
of perfect health, He thea read the report of
Prof. Novy of the analysis made of the con-
tents of the stomach, glasces and vials, in
which it was plainly shown that prussic acid
was the poison used.

CAPT. GTLL'S STORY.

Maurice P. Gill, the captain of the guard,
now under arrest for criminal neglect, wus
next placed on the stand. He told the story of
the affair very differently than ou Monday. He
éaid be unlocked Latimer about 9:50 p. m., and
that it was nearly 11 o'clock when rr-u:eh was
eaten: that immediately after drinking the
lemonade he wus taken terribly sick. After
that be had no distinet remembrance of what
transpi Gill snid he had Latimer ont of
bis cell perhaps a dozen times during the last
three or four months; never asked the warden
and did not think he had any knowiedge
ofit. It was a very common thing 1o unlock
convicts &t auy time during the night.
He Jid mot remember baving seen Warden
Devis down stairs after 10 o'clock at night. It
has been customary iu the prisou lately to buy
presents for the officers. timer wanted to
collect & fund to make Gill a presen: and Giil
gave him a room and sent for fifteen or twenty
men. He seen Latimer give Mr. Haight
coffee and chocolate perbapssix or seven times:
bad lunched with bim a dozen times; he knew &
package of drugs was sent in without being ex-
amized, but did not think Tabor would buy
poisons for them. The tesiimony of G. Major
Labor, clerk, and E. T. Webb was substantially
as that given Tnesday.
